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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 45-53, 55, and 58-82 re pending. Claims 45, 47, and 51 have been 
amended and claims 58-82 have been added in this communication filed 02/16/07 
entered as Response After Non-Final Action. 

2. The Miscellaneous Incoming Letter received 03/16/07 has been reviewed and 
entered. 

3. The 35 USC 112 Second paragraph rejection of claims 45, 49, 51 , and 55 and 
the dependent claims 45-53 and 55 given in the Office Action of 1 1/27/06 is hereby 
withdrawn. However, there are sill remaining 35 USC 112 Second Paragraph issues as 
set forth here below. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 58, 67, and 75 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claims 58, 67, and 75 need a colon (:) after "the steps of. Claim 67, lines 33 and 34, 
page 8 recite "authorizing a particular transaction having actual transaction amount .... 
including routines characterized by the steps of. This line should recite "authorizing a 
particular transaction having an actual transaction amount including routines 
characterized by the steps of:". Claim 75, page 1 1 , lines 32 and 33 have a similar 
problem. Claim 75, page 1 1 , line 27 recites "transaction using said responses, 
associating the transaction signature". This line should recite "transaction using said 
responses, associating a transaction signature". Page 9, lines 54 and 55 recite "an 
accounting process ... processes for respective transactions, These lines should 
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recite "an accounting process ... processes for the respective transactions, Claim 
75, page 11, lines 53 and 54 have a similar problem. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 58, 67, and 75 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Claims 58, 67, and 75 recite "one 
factor"; "two factors"; and "transaction specific factor". These recitations are not found 
in Applicant's Specification. Furthermore, it is not unclear what Applicant's mean by 
"one factor"; "two factors"; and "transaction specific factor" from the claim language or 
reading the Specification or the drawings. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 45, 67, and 75 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
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It is unclear in claims 47, 67, and 75 how the two records are going to be 
executed. Are they executed by a signature? 

Claim 45 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
steps. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted steps are: After the last step "transferring 
the amount based upon the reconciliation". 

Claim 75, recites the limitation " a machine readable storage medium" in line 2 
and the claim should recite "said machine readable storage medium" in line 3. Line 27 
recites "transaction using said responses, associating a transaction the transaction 
signature". This line should recite "transaction using said responses, associating a 
transaction a transaction signature". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 

Claims 46-53, 55, 59-66, 68-74, and 76-82 are also rejected because of their 
dependency from a rejected base claim. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 45-53 and 55 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
